known and bounden Duty and AlUegiance, they and every of them do quit the ſaid reſpective 
-Dervices by Sea 02 Land, and return home to their Native Countries, within the times here- 
by pꝛelcribed, That is to ſay, That all Officers and Commanders at Land w tſoever, 
Who are now in the Service of the ſaid States General, in any place oꝛ part of the Netherlands oz 
Low-Countreys, Dd quit the ſaid Service, and return home within the ſpace of Two Kalender 
Months from the Date hercof, and all other — herein befoze mentioned, Wherever they 
are oz ſhall be hereafter, in as ſho2t a time, and with as much ſpeed as they ſhall be able, 
wherein We do and will expect all due Obedience and Conkozmity. And Me do hereby alſo 
further Publiſh and Declare, That all and every the Offenders to the contrary, ſhall not 
ouly incur Our high Diſpleaſure, but be Rigozouſfly pzoceeded againſt fo? ſuch their Offence, 
by all ways and means accozding to the utmoſt Severities of Law. And We do hereby alſo 
Authoꝛtze and Command all and every Our Captains, Maſters, andother Officers Serving 
and employed in any of Our Ships oz Ueſſels at Sea, oz elſewhere, and all and — 
Our Subjects whom it may concern, to Setze, Take and bing away all ſuch Officers, 
Mariners and Soldiers, and other Perſons afozeſaid as ſhall ve found to be Employed, oz: to 
continue in the Service afozcſaid, in Contempt of, and contrary to the true intent and mean- 
ing of this Dur Pꝛoclamation.
